CHAPTER 33
APPROPRIATION
S. F. 92

AN ACT to make an appropriation available for the prevention and control of major

epidemic outbreaks of grasshoppers, chinch bugs and other similar crop pests, and

for the purchase, distribution and application of materials and for incidental and

other miscellaneous expenses connected therewith.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SEcTION 1. There is hereby appropriated for the period ending
June 30, 1939, from any funds in the state treasury not otherwise ap-
propriated, the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25000.00) or
80 much thereof as may be necessary for the purpose of controlling
outbreaks of grasshoppers, chinch bugs and other crop pests and
diseases causing epidemics affecting wide areas in the state and for
the purchase, transportation, distribution and application of materials;
and for such other miscellaneous and incidental expenses deemed
necessary and connected therewith. Said appropriation shall be
wholly available immediately upon the taking effect of this act and
may be expended, if necessary, by and under the direction of the
secretary of agriculture of this state with the approval of the executive
council and the state comptroller.

SEC. 2. All monies appropriated by this act, remaining unexpended
or unobligated, at the close of business on June 30, 1939, shall revert
to and become part of the general fund in the state treasury.
